for librarians the problem book se- 
lection, yet, our knowledge. there 
nothing specifically written for the librar- 
ian the development personal stand- 
ards selection. The standard selection 
tools are based wide range princi- 
ples running the gamut from black 
white. everything “more” “less,” 
where lies the norm? truth, even 
this eminently practical field, more 
than opinion, then “Yes” 
perhaps the whole collection 
be’s.” But if, must be, truth 
fixed value, then the librarian must have 
this truth for herself; other words, 
she must have fixed standards and she 
must able apply them. She cannot 
rely, robot fashion, the tools her 
trade. 

possible formulate for the li- 
brarian general qualifications and standards 
practice, the use which will steer 
her toward development true personal 
standards selection? would offer the 
following: (1) liberal arts education, 
(2) definite standards morality, (3) 
working concept democracy, (4) posi- 
tive attitude toward book selection, (5) 
discriminatory reading wide range 
interests. 


Liberal Education

The librarian needs working concept 
democracy, term are forced 
use for lack better one. One would 
get the impression, from great deal 
what has been written the duty the 
librarian present both sides all con- 
troversial issues, that she meant have 
definite views anything. Indeed, 
read this literature, would seem that 
one being partisan when, librarian, 
she stands for something. Hers the task, 
they indicate, accepting all comers with 
equal impartiality, presenting them her 
shelves this same fashion, and letting 
any every patron reach for them, 
whether the books about history, poli- 
tics, how grow African violets. Yet, 
the realm political philosophy alone, 
Americans stand for something more 
than mere tolerance all comers. Free- 
dom govern ourselves more than 
freedom from freedom for. Forms 
government, though they come and go, 
are more than mere fashions ideas 
equated with last year’s derby the 


lavish hair dressing Mme. Pompadour. 
The basic error here again one fail- 
ure see the truth fixed reality. 
practice there may little mark 
between benevolent monarchy and 
centralized democratic form govern- 
ment; but theory there more than 
apparent contradiction between dialectical 
materialism and Christian social principles. 
The librarian must familiar with these 


principles and realize that even the most 


objective presentation them 
biased for against truth. 


Need Standards 

would seem that all have had 
say with regard book selection has been 
negative. Yet have consensus that 
book selection positive thing. The 
difficulty lies the fact that the whole 
process not one black and white, 
clearly detailed that anyone who runs 
can read. Nor need completely form- 
less. Let cite example. The final 
proposition the ALA-American Book 
Publishers statement, “The Freedom 
sets forth the challenge pub- 
lishers and librarians provide “books 
that enrich the quality thought and 
expression. exercise this affirmative 
responsibility, bookmen can demonstrate 
that the answer bad book good 
one, the answer bad idea good 
one.” The whole statement disarmingly 
simple, for now the good people have 
been pains setting down their ideas 
say “thou shalt not.” “At last,” 
cry, “here what they are for.” Yet the 
one statement couched positive language 
concludes with vague generalities about 
“good” books and “bad” books and books 
that “enrich.” Neither here, nor anywhere 
else, have been able find definite 
statement what makes book “good” 
“bad” “enriched.” what standard, 
positively speaking, will they judge 
book? The circle has come whole; 
are back again our premise set forth 
the beginning this article: there 
must objective norms truth. The 
critical study, Maturity 
broad sense step that direction 
but it, too, more concerned with the 
what than the why standards. 


Positive Standards 

Yet the librarian, not only the Cath- 
olic school but more particularly the 
public library, must have standards for 
positive attitudes. And these must ex- 
tra those the library for which she 
works, whether one with definite 
formless the book selection prin- 


ciples the Brooklyn Public Library.® 
The implication here: Our thinking, 
tempered the thought patterns our 
pluralistic society, makes seemingly im- 
possible reach common denominator 
truth which can use working 
principle. least this what the stand- 
ard tools for selection would have think. 


Criticism 

This the area wherein lies such great 
danger for the librarian selector 
books —the standard tools. There 
question about the positive merits these 
guides, whether they general like the 
Standard Catalog series specialized like 
those for teen-agers reluctant readers. 
But are there possible weaknesses? For 
our purpose let take one such tool. 
Outstanding the “guide the guides,” 
Living With Books Helen 
The foreword the second edition 
unstinting its praise the book both 
literature and well-organized tool. 
This well justified. Miss Haines’s long 
years superbly shaping the growth 
the American Library Association and her 
far-reaching influence the field 
brarianship make her voice print author- 
itative. read the table contents 
alone convinced that here the 
bible librarianship. Not least among 
the merits the book its readability; 
couched cultured, smooth-flowing 
style, replete with literary allusions. 

regrettable, therefore, that Helen 
Haines should lay herself open the 
charge having pro-Communist bias. 
That this partisan criticism her 
book borne out the book itself and 
points out that “her recommendations 
book selection carry tremendous weight,” 
for she more than many others “has more 
with determining what books 
onto the shelves the public libraries 
than anyone else the whole country.” 
Why this? Because this one book 
the standard text library schools across 
the country. What tremendous victory 
our Communist friends have scored their 
subtle poisoning the fine mind this 
woman and her book. using the 
extensive lists recommended books, 
turn will drink the poison; many hun- 
dreds owe much our aplomb 
selection its tenets. Librarians today 
owe future generations the service 
demanding further revision the only 
tool its kind yet available. 

Should this criticism seem unjust, take 
the one chapter religion and philosophy. 
the text the chapter itself will not 
reveal you her Communist bent, you 
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are danger accepting wholeheartedly 
her recommended list the end the 
chapter. cannot help but contrast her 
list with the more complete and bipartisan 
one Bishop Fulton Sheen’s Commu- 
nism and the Conscience the 
Miss Haines meant impartial and 
present the pro and con all questions, 
why did she not include Bishop Sheen’s 
book even one secular author 
her list, Mr. Carlson suggests? 


Discriminating Reader 

This brings our fifth qualification 
for our librarian: That she read discrim- 
inatingly wide range interests. 
have pointed out how she must 
guard judge her own standards those 
books held her tools for selection. 
Excellent the standard catalogs are, she 
must still decide here and now which 
the books they recommend she shall in- 
clude her particular library. may 
open criticism, but not feel 
that any book should her shelves 
which she personally has not examined 
and upon which she has not passed 
personal judgment. For practical purposes 
this may physical impossibility. 
then necessary that the actual books 
farmed out persons qualified their 
particular whose judgment she val- 
ues, for critical reading. This applies 
equally teen-age sports story, 
modern “best novel the year” (some 
years have many 150 
serious treatment the current highly 
controversial censorship books. 
not maintain that her liberal arts training 
enables her judge all fields. But 
should serve make her aware that 
such discriminating judgment necessary.

Should she include such books her 
shelves? are considering the public 
librarian, “Yes,” provided she has made 
such excursions into their being and back- 
ground. Because she still engaged the 
reading guidance others, and while the 
statements the Freedom Read Coun- 
cil hereinbefore mentioned state that 
book shall tagged dangerous sub- 
versive; would well within her domain 
point out verbally would-be patrons 
particular book its merits, faults, 
libraries university, college, secondary 
—with their concentrically smaller circles 
influence, must qualify further our 
ideas universal reading. become 
less and less concerned with opinion 
approach more closely principles and 
standards truth. 


Need Clear Thinking 


have tried clear thinking 
the whole matter forming personal 
standards selection. may have suc- 
ceeded only raising questions. recog- 
nize that questions and heated discussion 
are the necessary prelude worthwhile 
decisions. The question standards 
not moot one. But demands solution. 


Those who are looking for capsule for- 
mula for solving the problem selection 
which they can swallow and, like wonder 
drug, effect the desired result, are bound 
disappointed. Our attempt solution 
organic one, necessarily growing 
thing. But maintain have been spe- 
cific enough that our librarian-to-be (or 
the librarian-in-fact, for that matter) will 
follow the specifications laid down the 
beginning this article, she cannot fail 
acquire standards which should become 
sharper and sharper until they crystallize 
into something once concrete and yet 
flexible enough guarantee good book 
for the right person the right time.”

This “free and open everyone” policy 
proved unique the National Catholic 
Library Association meeting when was 
found that St. Francis Library was the 
only one its kind represented the con- 
vention. 

Before long the library outgrew its 
quarters. During the summer 1953, the 
library moved into new quarters the 
former St. Joseph School Annex which 
had been acquired the Fraternity for 
this purpose. Though the library was closed 
for month during moving operations,

Choosing Literature for Children 


EDITOR’S NOTE. This the major part 
paper read Msgr. Fitzgerald meeting 
the elementary division the Illinois unit 
the Catholic Library Association, October 20, 
1956. 

Canon 1322 the Code Canon Law 
lays down the general principle the 
divine right and the consequent duty the

Because the choice method 
prudential, the variety equates 
human ingenuity, and ingenuity bound- 
lessly fecund. also limitlessly uncer- 
tain. The seasoned employer methods 
develops cautious skepticism about them. 
tends suspect the novel and ad- 


vanced and, pending thorough investigation, 
stays with tested and proved formulae. 


Gradual Growth Understanding 


seems that child literature slots 
into the conveyor belt built obligatory 
religious training just this point. There 
long-tested and fundamentally sound 
method which has through the ages been 
considered unqualified excellence, and 
satisfactory substitute has been forth- 
coming. And the reason that its ideal 
execution religious child literature 
accommodated method which fits its pur- 
pose Faith like the upper crust fits 
the pie. The child romps through 
noisy, happy hours sensible perception. 
His mind the beginning the 
rasa, the blank tablet Aristotle and 
St. Thomas and thumbtacks with 
pinups singular concrete images. 
only with the progression growth and 
normal development discerns 
these things the world experience 
common nature. takes long time 
for him realize that the black cow 
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the same the white cow only because 
the two animals share the nature cow. 
sees the brilliant colorful pulse the 
flame and perhaps reaches for many 
times before learns that all fire burns. 
knows the color, form, and shape 
puppy and senses bond between him and 
the funny furry creature long before 
knows that dog the genus brute. 
fact, will fall out and bump into 
many varied kinds trees before ever 
hears the porphyrian tree. Integrated 
knowledge does not pour into the mind 
human from hose attached some 
outside pump over well prepared 
and separated ideas Plato would have 
it. starts with perception singular, 
concrete, sensible things. principally 
the burden the apprenticeship child- 
hood collect and store the bins 
the mind, these sensible pictures which 
are better called phantasms images 
the imagination. The collector nature 
child knowledge means precludes 
simple processes modified judgment. 
embryonic way the child responds 
the urge his rational nature join 
dissociate all concepts. realizes the 
puppy something and the drive within 
him know what, the element which 
produces his intellectual growth. But his 
principal chore collect and only sec- 
ondarily evaluate his own fashion 
and the measure his capacities what 
garners. The stress his natural com- 
petence this stage the assimilation 
simple concrete perceptions not upon 
their import. And what means better 
adapted supply the demands the child 
mind this stage than literature tailored 
his mode. And what better method 
implanting the seed great harvest 
faith than that simple concretely illus- 
trated teachings the eternal truths? 
other words, what better method than 
religious child literature? 


The Child’s Emotional Life 

The child’s emotional life parallels his 
physical and intellectual development. 
the natural recognition the debility 
his forces seeks security the strength 
and love those who are charged with 
his care. Among other results this de- 
pendence the fact that becomes prone 
absorb, largely without question, the 
judgments his keepers. This dependence 
great, and grows apace with his de- 
velopment the point where becomes 
abiding influence his life. The force 
this influence the related matter 
our discussion can perhaps best but- 
tressed recounting incident what 
may termed adverse demonstration.

gettable outbursts which those who knew 
him learned expect, forthwith and 
without preamble gleefully announced that 
had resolved one the world’s major 
problems. When was questioned: (1) 
what was the problem; and (2) what the 
solution, replied: the problem 
religion; (2) the solution: you know, 
our pious brethren advocate the theory 
that religion absorbed the mother’s 
knee. proposal: let cut off all 
mothers’ knees.” 

Ignoring the bad taste the unpleasant 
mockery this macabre attempt hu- 
mor the so-called “soaring eagle” 
the profession, submit that the incident 
grounds point —the indisputable point 
that the infant and postinfantile mind 
impressionable the gelatine stencil 
duplicating machine and that those 
impressions are far more enduring. 


Literature Education 

What better way form and pre- 
serve the shape truth the radical and 
abiding thinking which will inevitably and 
permanently foundation the structure 
knowledge which will arise the man, 
than religious child literature spooned 
into the little soul the ones who are 
trusted and loved? 

From this morass consideration 
seems that five significant proposi- 
tions emerge: 

That there definite obligation 
educate the child rooted the magisterium 
ecclesiae. 

That this obligation must satisfied 
means effective this fulfillment.

one the most effective means would 
child’s literature. 

That, view the child’s emo- 
tional impressionability, simple literature 
provided those who are loved and 
trusted dealing with the truths Faith 
would far forming his mind the 
way and spirit religion. 

That, therefore, child literature takes 
its place the magisterium ecclesiae 
effective means the discharge the 
solemn obligation providing for the re- 
ligious education the child.

This project was begun order 
prove that classroom collections could 
made valuable, through the use cen- 
tral card catalog, where central library 
was not possible. Here would arranged 
alphabetically, under title, author, and sub- 
ject, cards for every book the school, 
each card being marked with the grade 
where the book could located. The cat- 
alog was placed where every member 
the faculty, well every student 
might have access it. Its purpose was 
twofold: first assist the faculty and the 
older students have access more 
reference material; second, devise 
plan whereby books 
through the school instead remaining 
one classroom, thus enabling every 
child use these books. 

The idea was introduced faculty 
meeting early the school term. The 
task convincing the principal and the 
majority the faculty its importance 
was not difficult, most recognized the 
fact that the library important part 
the student’s life.

Classroom Libraries Are Centralized 
Common Catalog 
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Methods Approach 

Student helpers may innaccurate, in- 
efficient, and, the estimation many, 
even undesirable; nevertheless knew the 
work undertaken could never 
done without assistance. was 
seventh grade students turned for this 
help. Our first meeting was scheduled for 
after school Wednesday. school” 
eliminated some volunteers, but left, felt, 
the ones who were willing sacrifice their 
time, and were therefore, potentially good 
material. 

The general orientation procedure, fol- 
given subsequent meeting, met with 
the approval all and they looked for- 
ward the next meeting, when they would 
actually begin learn the art student.

They were given special train- 
ing in: making accession record, check- 
ing books for defects, marking books with 
school stamp, marking and placing book 
pockets, placing books shelves, mark- 
ing spines and shellacking them, preparing 
books for circulation. These duties indicate 
the extent which intended depend 
library assistants. 


Services Assistants 

The course instructions having been 
completed, each child was given pin 
bearing the initials, L.A.— Library As- 
sistant. They were then assigned three 
each classroom. the Sisters had prom- 
ised weed their own collections, the 
L.A.’s were free begin their other 
numerous tasks. 


Classifying the Books. The books 
were divided into fiction and nonfiction. 
The fiction was classified alphabetically 
according the author’s surname; the 
nonfiction was placed groups history, 
religion, etc. 

Making Accession Records. Each 
group was given sheet from simplified 
accession book marked for the grade 
which the group was working. One L.A. 
was assigned write information list 
while the other two put the accession

inch paper, the L.A.’s made out slips con- 
taining author’s name, title, publisher’s 
name, copyright date, and accession num- 
ber.

10. Placing Books Shelves. When 
shellac was thoroughly dry, books were 
placed the shelves their proper 
places. 

11. Circulation Books. Each teacher 
agreed circulate books within her own 
classroom; but book was bor- 
rowed from another room, had 
done through the library center. The child 
requesting the book would make out 
small card listing the name the book, 
author, and the grade which the book 
was found. This card was placed 
the circulation desk either before classes 
began after school. the event that 
the child did not know the author, title, 
grade these were looked the card 
catalog. The L.A. duty that day would 
procure the book, sign the borrower’s name 
and date due book card, file card, and 
take book the child’s classroom. Upon 
return the book the library center, 
the L.A. would return its proper class- 
reom collection. 

Magazines, pictures. history and geog- 
raphy posters, and other reference tools 
borrowed teachers, with the exception 
reference books have time limit. The 
teacher expected return the articles 
when she has finished using them. Refer- 
ence books, however, must returned 
the end each school day. 

Remaining tasks included preparing new 
books they were purchased during the 
year, placing information 
page, preparing cards, numbering and 
spraying spines, and placing books 
proper rooms. 

The preparing bulletin boards and 
book displays was assigned different 
L.A.’s each month, and they worked hard 
make them attractive, entertaining, ap- 
pealing the eye, current, and seasonal.

Pupil Interest 

stated the beginning this article, 
our children are not inclined spend 
time delving into books for knowledge 
pleasure. Thus, the first months seemed 
fruitless. time went on, however, there 
was noticeable increase pupil interest. 
The Sisters began reporting the eagerness 
the children take books from the 


library. About this time also, many the 
children came the seventh grade, where 
the card catalog and library center are 
located see and become acquainted with 
the library tools. They were invited take 
books from our collection from other 
rooms. The children the seventh and 
eighth grades came before and after 
school use the card catalog themselves, 
use reference books, leave request 
slips for books which they wished 
borrow. 

The eagerness shown the pupils 
purchase new books has been overwhelm- 
ing. Reports have come back that some 
classes the children have asked save 
money they could buy more books. 

belief that the intelligent use 
the library must instilled the 
child when very young, therefore, the 
enthusiasm with which the first graders 
responded was encouraging. The teacher 
this particular group was slow see the 
benefits the library for the little ones. 
but she finally acquiesced when 
was purchased for the use the first 
graders. When the book was ready for 
circulation, invitation was extended 
the first graders take the book home 
and read it. Next day, little one came 
down right the middle the mathe- 
matics class. Should send her back 
her room take time give her the 
book? problem was solved when one 
the L.A.’s jumped up, took the little 
one the hand, led her the library 
corner and very quietly signed out the 
book. The litle face beamed she went 
upstairs. This incident started the first 
graders the road reading library 
books. now have 107 books this 
section the library, with sessions twice 
week for each the first grades, and 
what just important, have two 
more teachers who believe that the school 
library essential and that library books 
are important and beneficial the first 
grade child. 


Teacher and Principal 
Co-operation 

Much has been written school li- 
braries, central and classroom. The above 
project but new approach the time 
old subject, and received first, the usual 
amount opposition from some members 
the faculty. would have proved 
failure indeed, had not received the 
wholehearted co-operation the majority 
the teachers, lay and religious. Those 
who believed the idea good one 
worked with from the beginning. They 
willingly weeded their 
tions and planned ways which raise 
funds purchase new books. They gra- 
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consented exchange books with 


other classes. checking them out through 
the seventh grade classroom the library 
center and location the card 
catalog. those who did not approve the 
project the beginning, two are now 
firm supporters. 

None complained, knowledge, and 
feel perhaps they would have been 
justified, because, though all library func- 
tions were carried before after 
school, there must have been times, es- 
pecially the beginning, when the func- 
tions the assistants became trying 
the teachers. 

This entire project would have been 
indeed difficult, not impossible, without 
the splended co-operation and understand- 
ing principal, which did not cease 
upon granting permissions September 
but has continued through the year. The 
library center has realized through her 
set encyclopedias, excellent collec- 
tion geography and history maps and 
posters, set ten volumes the lives 
the saints, and year’s subscription 
the National Geographic and Newsweek. 


Evaluation This Project 
Results can scarcely measured this 
date, indeed they ever can be, but 
feel least that step has been taken 
the direction proving that the library 
essential part every elementary 
school. has, feel, brought out the 


fact that, where school cannot have 


central library, possible make 
classroom collections valuable making 
them accessible all through central 
card catalog. possible, person with 
some library training should respon- 
sible for the functioning such scattered 
library. 

The purpose the elementary school 
library the provision and circulation 
teachers and students, for pleasure well 
for work. does not seek acquire 
and preserve materials, but give these 
materials the child, and teaching the 
proper use them thus enable the child 
carry the habit through high school, 
college, and adult life. 

Now the school year draws 
close, feel that the task undertaken 
September, has been success. Though 
our library far from the Utopian, our 
children, from the little first graders 
the graduates, have become book con- 
scious and are spending some 
leisure time reading. some instances 
disciplinary problems have decreased, slow 
readers who now would have nothing 
with books, have borrowed books 
and read them.

Teachers may asked help the 
selection textbooks for classes. They 
should aware those factors which 
enter into the determination whether 
not such textbooks can classed 
effective teaching instruments. 

have discussed the importance 
color textbooks previous article ap- 
pearing the CATHOLIC SCHOOL JOURNAL 
and will not take that topic these 
paragraphs.

Use Suitable Type 
The kind printing used the pages 
textbook important.

The printed pages textbook should 
set such way that they cannot 
cause physical weariness the part 
readers. have found that close study 
publisher’s style manual valuable 
developing ability judge the quality 
printed pages. 


Attract Attention 
essence, the reading interest pupils 
can analyzed mean that attention has 
been attracted effective printed pres- 
entation coherent body meaningful 
ideas. Such presentation will mean the 
arousal within the pupils curiosity

about these ideas and desire satisfy 
.their curiosity concerning them. Class mo- 
tivation factors cause the satisfaction 
this curiosity. 

These factors can defined forces 
for learning. The strongest these forces 
the complex nature our way life. 
This nature makes impossible for chil- 
dren properly prepared for living 
without learning. The moral obligation 
parents and those entrusted with the care 
gation the part children learn 
they are taught. Fulfillment these 
obligations requires proper use good 
textbooks. 

Textbooks cannot learn for children. 
They cannot teach for teachers. 
own classes, have often cautioned 
pupils against “leaning the text” 
their recitations. was referring the 
tendency read without thought ef- 
fort understand. Like the concept 
interest, textbooks can wrongly used 
but, like teaching, learning cannot 
achieved without them. 

have examined number textbooks, 
particularly the field science and 
mathematics, and have found that the 
most effective make use color. 
not used drawings, used for 
background purposes. There also se- 
lection pictures which are attention 
holding that they serve the means for 
impressing key ideas readers. While 
our previous article the has 
treated the great importance color 
and should given passing recognition 
here, wish stress that the meat 
the book its printed pages.

Read for Meaning 


“Carve!” “Can you support that?” These 
two bits conversation are apparently 
meaningless, yet they have great deal 
significance considering the psychol- 
ogy the textbook. 

The first remark was made high 
school students history and other social 
studies. had them analyze paragraphs 
Muzzey’s History Our Country 
and talked about the importance getting 
the meat from the pages. May say 
that this little bit butcher terminology 
used appropriate moments helped 
develop consciousness the need for 
reading understand. 

The second remark was made sixth 
graders under charge. When particular 
members would give oral reports, others 
the class would given the privilege 
asking the boy girl making the 


report verify his her statements. The 
reporting member had show from what 
part the book had gotten his in- 
formation. These two remarks are sig- 
nificant because they demonstrate how 
normal restlessness the classroom can 
effectively channeled. Livening any 
attempt determine that the pupil has 
read and understood textbook can 
done without loss proper classroom at- 
mosphere. Remarks similar these two, 
when used reasonable degree, will 
make for desirable type classroom 
competition among pupils. 


Solve Problems 

There is, course, much more the 
psychology the textbook. Problem solv- 
ing can contribute greatly the arousal 
desire use science and mathematics 
textbooks tools for learning. When prob- 
lems are type and quantity that have 
definite bearing upon the lives stu- 
dents, the earlier mentioned curiosity will 
tend grow. When the techniques 
principles for solving these problems are 
illustrated effective color black-and- 
white pictures and drawings, the curiosity 
textbook users will helped forward 
maturity. will its way be- 
coming sincere desire learn. 

order that one factor may 
overemphasized working with textbooks 
these two fields the work problem 
solving should begun soon possible. 
Basic explanation must, course precede 
this work. This explanation should 
closely connected with the textbook. En- 
richment study these any other 
fields has its place but can come later. 
When this explanation put into its final 
form through the use various parts 
the book, the textbook the hands 
the student this final forming will 
what should effective teaching 
instrument. 

The following summary the 
points kept mind when selecting, 
working with, and using textbooks all 
junior high elementary fields. 
suggested that teachers also read the pre- 
viously mentioned article “The Im- 
portance Color Textbooks” before 
taking this important work.

Romana). 

His Holiness Pope Pius XII has ap- 
pointed, through the Sacred Congregation 
Seminaries and Universities, Vice-Rec- 
tor, Rt. Rev. Msgr. William McDonald, 
the rector the Catholic University 
America the only pontifical university 
the United States. 

The new rector, graduate the Uni- 
versity, received its M.A. degree 1937 
and its Ph.D. 1940, and became full 
professor years later. has had ad- 
ministrative experiences vice-rector since 
1954 and director studies the ec- 
clesiastical schools since 1955. has been 
acting rector since Bishop McEntegart 
became Bishop Brooklyn.

land (present-day New England States) 
and permanent settlement for several 
years Greenland. Here Lief Ericson built 
his strong forts and did much spread 
the faith until he, too, was compelled 
give his control the new lands. 

Four hundred neraly 500 years later, 
have another Catholic sailing westward, 
and October the first official act 
was the reading Holy Mass island 
named for the Holy Saviour, San Salvador. 
Christopher Columbus brought with him 
Catholic chaplain give his sailors the 
comforts their religion. Thus our founda- 
tion was purely Catholic.

Early Explorers 


The two main exploring countries the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, Spain 
and France, were Catholic. England, which 
was not, did not make her settlements 
until 1607 and found that the country 
south her colonies was very well started, 
well the western coast the con- 
tinent. 

Following Columbus’ Spain sent 
many ships here carrying teachers, artisans, 
craftsmen all kinds, animals, seeds, and 
course the ever present missionary. 
Ponce Leon, Cortez, Coronada, Balboa, 
Menendez, Pizzaro, Navarez gave back 
the mother country much power and gold. 
Bartolomé Las Casas and Junipero 
Serra taught the Indians and named our 
western ports and cities after the saints. 

Portugal, too, sent her Catholic, Cabral, 
Brazil which became Portuguese 
colony with the Catholic faith 
national belief. Magellan, the first cir- 
cumnavigate the world and prove that the 
world round, had board two Catholic 
priests. 

The French entered the continent way 
Canada and named the St. Lawrence 
River; they named the Hudson river St. 
Anthony. and the Mississippi the Im- 
maculate Conception. Verazzani, Cartier, 
Marquette, Champlain, Jogues, 
Joliet. Breboeuf, Jeuene, Lalemont, 
Dablon, Chaumonot, Daniel, Davast, Gar- 
ers opened new lands for France. 
famous Protestant author historian 
quotes “not cape was turned, nor river 
but Jesuit led the way.” The 
early maps our country were made 
these missionaries and set 
for all future explorers follow. They 
led the way from Quebec New Orleans, 
not driving the Indian before them, but 
pacifying, teaching, and baptizing them. 


The Settlers 

Settlements were well under way the 
south and western coasts America when 
England. non-Catholic country, first sent 
her permanent settlers. And also, she gave 
the new country Catholic colony. 
Maryland. which was given Lord 
more the King England payment 
for debt, issued the Act Toleration 
1649 which lasted until 1654 when the 
Puritans Virginia invaded Maryland and 
revoked this charter. The Act granted free- 
dom religion all, and was one the 
basic charters form our present Bill 
Rights. 

Fathers Andrew White and John Altham 
with four other Jesuits and two Capuchin 


triars converted many the Pascataways. 
Pennsylvania the first Catholic church 
was erected Father Greaton (Father 
Farmer) who did great deal build 
the farmers’ lands. was helped Fa- 
ther Schneider who taught the children 
read and write. Also Pennsylvania 
have Father Augustine Smith (Demitris 
Gallitizen) who settled western Pennsyl- 
vania and helped the emigrants get started. 

Going North New York have the 
famous Charter Liberties, written 
Thomas the Catholic Irishman, 
who gave representative government, free- 
dom religion, trial jury, taxation 
without representation, all men, yet had 
been appointed the King England 
govern one his colonies. This charter 
included all the rights for which the Amer- 
ican Revolution was fought nearly cen- 
tury later. Dongan settled the disputed 
boundaries his colonies and laid the 
basis for New York’s claim western 
lands treaty with the Iroquois 
which they acknowledged the English King 
their sovereign and protector. This al- 
liance with the Five Nations was great 
value the English the war with 
France. Here were the settlers who gave 
Catholic standards upon which much 
our government has been based and this 
brings the Declaration Inde- 
pendence. 


Declaration Independence 

The Declaration writ- 
ten Thomas Jefferson, during one night’s 
concentration, was based the Catholic 
Church’s doctrine that men are created 
equal and are endowed their Creator 
with certain inalienable This doc- 
trine not only declaration rights for 
national guidance, but personification 
the human rights which images 
God and tabernacles the Holy Ghost, 
represent taught our Church. won- 
der how many realize that Jefferson, non- 
Catholic, had his desk that memorable 
night two very Catholic books, namely, St. 
Thomas Aquinas’ works and St. Robert 
Bellarmine’s philosophy. indicate how 
Thomas Jefferson, the eigtheenth cen- 
tury, Cardinal Bellarmine, the sixteenth, 
and Thomas Aquinas the thirteenth 
when all Europe was Catholic agreed, 
submit herewith the words taken from 
the three works: 


DECLARATION INDEPENDENCE 


All men are created equal; they are en- 
dowed their Creator with certain in- 
alienable rights that among these are life, 
liberty, and the pursuit happiness. 

secure these rights governments are 
instituted among men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent the governed. 


Whenever any form government be- 
comes destructive these ends, the 
right the people alter abolish it, 
and institute new government. Pru- 
dence, indeed, will dictate that governments 
long established should not changed for 
light and transient reasons. 


St. BELLARMINE 


All men are equal, not wisdom 
grace, but the essence and nature 
mankind. There reason why among 
equals one should rule rather than an- 
other. 

impossible for men live together 
without someone care for the common 
good. Men must governed someone 
lest they willing perish (De Laicis, 
6). depends upon the consent the 
multitude constitute over itself king. 
For reasons the people can 
change the government aristocracy 
vice versa (De Laicis, 

The people never transfers its powers 
king completely but that reserves 
itself the right receiving back this 
power (Recognitio Laicis, 6). 


St. AQUINAS 


Nature made all men equal liberty, 
though not their natural perfections 

secure everyone the possessions 
his rights God has constituted rulers 
govern them and rule. 

any society people have right 
choosing then the king estab- 
lished can deposed them without 
injustice, his power can curbed, when 
tyranny abuses his regal power (De 
Rege Regno, Bk. 6). 

the world has not accepted the clear 
teaching history that the Catholic 
Church has always been democratic and 
was the foundation stone the Declara- 
tion Independence because Cath- 
lics have not propagandized the newer 
religions have. have been accustomed 
persecution from the days the Apos- 
tles and have not pushed ourselves the 
front demanding our just rights. 
checking over this point maybe can 
examine what most historians have say 
this subject and impressed the 
fact that many those who had high 
reputation accuracy writers pro- 
fessors every country have become 
Catholics through their deep and impartial 
research into history. 


The Revolutionary War 

When the Declaration with its Catholic 
philosophy was handed the early colo- 
nists was received with welcome en- 
thusiasm those who had been born with 
the word freedom engraved upon their 
minds. These ever loving freedom seekers 
brought about the War for Freedom. 
this war had army recruited fight 
for the cause made of. rough 
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estimate, half Irish-born their fathers 
before them; and heading the profession- 
ally trained soldiers that France had of- 
fered were the two crack regiments the 
Irish Brigade, the Regiments Walsh and 
Dillon.

Jeremiah O’Brien, 
who with his five brothers won the first 
naval engagement the Revolution 
Machias, Maine, kept the English from 
coming down Lake Champlain. The Father 
the American Navy, John Barry (we 
gave Ireland statue him last May, 
1956), came from the Emerald Isle. 
The Carrols, John and Charles, signed the 
Declaration Independence and sought 
aid for from Canada, gave their time 
and money carry the war. Stephen 
Moylan fought the English gain the 
Country for the American Colo- 
nists” and Clark could not have captured 
Vincennes the west without the aid 
the French priest, Father Gibault. Francis 
Virgo, Italian trader, helped Clark. An- 
other Irish Catholic, Oliver Pollock, gave 
all his money and died debtors prison, 
because thought freedom was neces- 
sary for life, liberty, and pursuit hap- 
piness. Frances Allen, Ethan’s daughter, 
became nun, much against her parent’s 
wishes. Our foreign allies, Lafayette, 
Rochambeau, from France, DeKalb from 
Holland; Von Steuben from Germany; 
Pulaski and Kosciuszko from Poland; be- 
sides all the men who came board 
Lafayette’s ships. Have ever given 
Thank You them for what they have 
done, the Church which taught them 
freedom? 


The Constitution 


American democracy Christian democ- 
racy. based the Constitution 
the United States, document written 
men familiar with the concepts moral 
philosophy taught the schools early 
days. Two these men, Thomas Fitzimons 
and Daniel Carrol were Catholics. They 
and their fellow signers subscribed the 
doctrine that men are free and equal and 
therefore entitled certain fundamental 
civic rights. That the cornerstone 
American democracy. Human personality 
sacred, American democracy based 
this fact. Catholic philosophy based 
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the same. Democracy and Christianity 
make their acts faith the dignity 
the individual, the dignity man. 
labors create those conditions that are 
necessary its citizens are develop 
mentally, morally, and spiritually. gives 
men economic, mental, and political free- 
dom. The Founding Fathers sought 
write for Constitution that would 
live forever. They gathered together three 
Great Catholic Writings: the Magna 
Charta, Dongan’s Charter Liberties, and 
Act Toleration. The Magna Charta, 
written the year 1215, said “every man’s 
home his castle,” the constitution tells 
that secure the blessings liberty 
upon ourselves and our posterity” are 
guaranteed the rights that every man 
created equal race, religion, happiness, 
life itself. Dongan’s Charter Liberties 
was used for the bases political free- 
Catholic moral, ethical, and 
economic philosophy. provided that 
person the colony New York and 
professing belief Jesus Christ was 
molested account his religion; 
gave power make laws for the colony 
from elected representatives the people 
together with the givernor and council, 
that every freeholder was entitled the 
right vote and the right trial 
jury; and that there should taxation 
the people except vote their 
representatives the assembly. This 
Charter was our Bill Rights, the first 
ten Amendments the Constitution. Thus 
have our Constitution based our 
Catholic doctrine. 

When hear said today that the 
Catholic Church hostile religious lib- 
erty for others have only review the 
above points. are warned that Catholics 
are trying discard the principle 
Church and State. This may sound not 
only alarming but also new, yet earlier 
generations dating back colonial times 
heard the very same allegations, vir- 
tually the same words. Andrew Jackson, 
Representatives, was incensed such 
attacks that denounced them 
speech the floor the House. 

“From whence how obtained the idea 
that Catholicism hostile po- 
litical and religious? Did not Catholic 
Maryland open her free bosom all, and 
declare her domain that man should 
persecuted for opinion’s sake?” 

The Church accused, times, 
persecution and oppression because reg- 
ulations applied nations which Ca- 
tholicism the established religion. There 
was angry protest recently, for example 


because requirement that mil- 
itary personnel Spain, apply the 
Catholic Church for permission marry. 
Nobody got excited over the fact that our 
personnel serving Greenland and Saudi 
Arabia cannot get such permission all. 
all let quote great men our 
early Church’s history, John England, who 
says:
